Graphic and Interesting Ac- 
count of the Late Terri- 
ble Inundation. 


Flourishing Farmers See Their 
Land Laid Waste by Sul- 
len Storms.

Srovux Crry, Ia., Apri! 17.—The inhabitants of 
this city have more than usual cause for Easter 
thankfulness, for the floods that above ana be- 
low them have brought destruction toso many 
homes have passed comparatively innocuous 
dere. and, save the partial demolition of a very 
few old and little vaiued ‘houses in the lower 
stratum of the town, the carrying away of sun- 
dry piles and timber ecasy to replace, and the 
flooding of sundry cellars, with the consequent 
destruction of goods stored therein, theré has 
been nothing over which to make lam- 
entation. Covington, the town across the 
river, suffered more, but all traces of 
the overfiowing other than the sea of muddy 
residuum are vearly removed,if not quite forgot- 
ten. Of suffering there has not been as much as 
in many towns in Wisconsin and Minnesota dur- 
ing the storms and 

SNOWS OF THIS MEMORABLE WINTER. 
Some cowmodities, such as kerosene and prod- 
ucts necessary but not indigenous, are higher 
than is wont, but the advance is due wholly to 
railroad blockade, and the river is not answer- 
able. Infact, after carefully gleaning all the 
information possibie from those in the best posi- 
tion to be accurately informed, I am convinced 
that the aggregate damage done and suffering 
accruing has been exaggerated both in degree 
and quality. The havoc has been bad enough 
in all conscience, and the sympathy and aid 
asked for is well deserved and should be speed- 
ily bestowed; but there has not been a whole- 
sale loss of life, nor is there danger ot hundreds 
starving or dying: from lack of shelter. The 
inundated farms are most of them there still, 
notwithstanding the changes of channel, and in 
time will bear again sustenance in pienty. Do 
not imagine I am belittling the calamity. 
There are thousands much of whose prop- 
erty has been utterly destroyed or badly 
damaged, and their outiook is a gloomy one; 
for, even with most favorable weather, it will 
take weeks for the huge drifts of ice deposited 
ou their farms or in their streets to melt and 
leave them in ante- flood status. 

The scene of the direst damage is known as 
Dakota bottom,—a garden spot for farmers, 
reaching from the mouth of the Big Sioux River 
for sixty miles northwestward, and varying in 
width from four to twenty miles or more. This 
is the longest known and earliest settted part of 
Dakota, and, from 

THE RICHNESS OF THE SOIL 
and general favorable agricultural conditions, 
bas been regarded as a specially favored locale, 
andas such, ch sought after. There were 
living there ore the break-up Tully 8,000 peo- 
pie,—some computers say 10,000,—and the com- 
munity was in no way that of a frontier, but 
staid, solid, attached to home, with for the most 
part plenty of means, and as sure of good crops 
as that the sun would rise. Of this population 
fully one-fourth, or 2,000, were actual 
riparian settlers, and lived on or very near 
the Missouri's banks.—the towns and 
smalier settlements being of course built upon 
the stream or within its swollen reach. It is 


these 2,000 who have felt the full fury of the 


tloods, who find themselves practically destitute, 
and who have suffered and still are suffering in 
a way to challenge 

SPEEDY AID AND COMFORT. 
The river from Sioux City to Yankton runs 
northwest by west, and the Dakota bottom of 


course follows the same general direction, 


widening and narrowing. as all such 
champaigns do. A glance at a map will 
show that within sixty miles of length the 
Big Sioux, the Brule, the Vermillion, and the 
James or Dakota flow into the Missouri from the 
upper or northeasterly side. Each of these 
streams, except the James, is comparatively in- 
significant, unless swollen by the floods; but, 
when thus hightened, each isa raging torrent, 
fed through hundreds of miies of length by 
thousands of coolies, ravines, creeks, and 
brooks, the aggregate quota being enormous in 
volume and merciless in destructive power. 

The James, which takes its rise in far-off 
Northern Dakota, is not behindhand in dis- 
astrous undoing, and changes in a few* hours 
from a sinuous, natural sewer to 

A RESISTLESS TIDE, 


| before which nought of man's construction can 


fora moment stand. Besides these rivers so- 
called. there are numerous smaller streams on 
both the upper and lower sides of the Missouri, 
emptying therein through the bottom in ques- 
tion,—one of its chief claims to desirability 
being that it was well watered. The huge river 
itself, coming from the distant Rockies, with the 
gathered volume of the drainage from millions 
of acres, making its banks all too small to con- 
fine it, meets and absorbs these other floods in a 
spot where there is no bigh biuffs, crib, cabin, or 
confine, and an earthquake couid not prove more 
terrible in results, though swifter of accomplish- 
ment. 

i have written of these floods as if water were 
the sole agent. If that were so, the damage 
would have been bad enough, but far less than 
that now chronicied. Borne with the torrent, 
and a part of 

ITS MIGHTY MOMENTUM, 

were dune masses of ice, which ground and 
crushed, o’erleaped and overwhelmed, what- 
ever stood in their path,—made the stoutest 
dwellings a mockery of protection, and snapped 
off trees as boys would break a switch. 
Imagine, if you can, what such an 
avalanche must have wrought, what terror 
its oncoming must bave stricken to the hearts 
of the stoutest, and what a wreck it has left be- 
bind it. 

Ican learn of only six deaths, and of these 
you were advised some time ago, That later 
developments may show a larger mortality is 
possible, not probable. Fioods, unlike other ab- 
normal manifestations, do give some warning 
of their coming and time to make personal es- 
cape, though in this case the time was but 
scant, and of portables moved out of harm's way

gorges. You know how these are formed. A 
sharp bend in the course of the river, a high 
bank on one side, and maybe a knoll on the 
other, a temporary check uf the downward tide, 
a forcing of huge blocks of ice three or more 
feet in thickness to the bottom by overlapping 
and superincumbent masses, a breaking through 
of millions of tons, but a slow deposit of mill- 
ions more, a steady fllmg of interstices by 
smaller pieces of ice, by logs and trees forced 
into abattis-like positions, a deposit 
of a portion of the acres of land and mud which 
makes the Missouri almost gelatinous in con- 
sistency, and as a result a dam as mighty as if 
Titans were the architects and a Niagara the 
stream to be stommed. The obstruction is too 
powerful for even 
THE HUGE DELUGE BEHIND IT, 

and the pent-up waters, with their icy freight, 
seek new outlets. Sometimes they find them, 
and then the whole course of the stream is 
turned, perchance for a time only, per- 
chance for all ‘time, or until other 
floods renew the transformation scenes. 
Sometimes the heterogeneous dike is 80 
wide and strong that no means of egress can be 
found. Then the country in the rear becomes, 
in tess time than one would deem possible, an 
inland lake, or, rather, mer de glace, with a 
liquid instead ot solid substratum. It does not 
require very quick perception to understand the 
resultant of such phenomena. Where homes 
had been standing, hummocks of Arotie ice; in 
lieu of flelds are floes, and of grain-garners 
gorges. Where happy habitants had -hoped to 
see in due season 

UPSPRINGING GRASS AND VERNAL BLOOM 
of meadow, tree, and stirub, uprise huge pinna- 
cles, ridges, stacks of icy desolation, seemingly 
eternal in durance and pitiless in misery-mak- 
ing power. The sun will in time melt the stub- 
born barrier, and the river will resume its wont- 
ed size if not its wonted way; but it will leave 
over field and fallow a wretched legacy of dé- 
bris. 

The inhabitants of Dakota Bottom saw all 
these things and thousands more, and in the 
midst of a piercing wind, varied by sullen 
storms of snow. Some of them saw them from 
the sad vantage ground of partly ruined homes, 
of which the lower stories were possessed by the 
agents of destruction. 

I cannot as yet tell you of these scenes from 
personal observation, and even here, within 
comparatively few miles of the localities in 
question, so little is really known that almost 
any story finds ready credence, and it requires 
care to sift the grain from 
THE CHAFF OF SPECULATIVE INFORMATION. 
The gorge, as for convenienge it is called, be- 
tween here and Yankton is unbroken. It is in 
reality a succession of gorges of 100 miles ag- 
gregate length. Numberiess attempts to get 
out of Yankton by yawis have proved 
failures. Peogie from Vermilion, Elk Point, and 
other localities in the inundated districts, and 
even from Yankton, have arrived bere, it is 
true; butthey can tell only of the state of 
things in the settlements where the destruction 
has been commensurately small, with the ex- 
ception of that part of Vermilion known as the 
Old Town. Vermilion has two sites,—one on 
the river bottom, or second bench as it is 
named, the other on a knoll commanding the 
confluence of the Vermilion and Missouri Riv- 
ers. The former was completely swept away, 
and the residents fled, with scarce enough to 
cover them, to the higher town near by, where 
all that 

KINDLY HUMAN THOUGHT 
could suggest—crippied, however, by lack of 
adequate means—was done and is still doing for 
their comfort. 

Back of Vermilion. Elk 
smaller settlements lies an old and thickly-peo- 
pled country, and from" nee such absolute 
necessities as meat and flour are drawn. But 
the supply will of necessity give out, and the ac- 
tion of the General Government in ordering the 
issue of supplies, blankets, and clothing to the 
sufferers was not only humane, but necessary. 
Of communication hence to the sufferers 
above there is none. Boats cannot 
run on the Missouri above this 
point till the gorge mentioned breaks,— 
aconsummation daily hoped for. 
Southern Railway, running along the north- 
west bank of the Missouri from here to Yank- 
ton. is in a state of almost total wreck. Not 
alone are bridges and culverts destroyed, but 
the roadway itself has been

be found,—and by many it is believed the road 
will never again be used. This is unlikely, 
however. It is probable the line will be rebuilt 
and operated. It will be the work of months, 
however, and for some weeks at least nothing 
can be done; while in the future it is the fear 
that the June rise would undo the labor of hun- 
dreds of men, and render of no account the ex- 
penditure ot many thousands. Livery-men 
laugh at you when asked to furnish horse or 
wagon transportation, and, even if one could 
get such, the bottomless mud and remaining 
water would prevent ingress to the points de- 
sired. All who have been rescued, and are now 
in Yankton or elsewhere above. have been 
BROUGHT OFF IN YAWLS, 

and were able to work partly through the 
gorges. 

Mauy instances of heroic bravery and self 
sacrifice in saving the flooded oommunities are 
recounted, and tales of individual and collective 
bardship§ are even more numerous; but 80 
many are related by one. only to be contradicted 
by the next you meet, that I prefer to wait until 
I can send something authentic. 

[have seen Commodore Coulson, the weil- 
known river man, who, with Captain McVay and 
a large crew, started from Yankton in a yawl 
to reach this city. ‘They struck the gorge a few 
miles beiow Yankton, and, after vainly taying to 
penetrate, had to abahdon the attempt. The 
Commodore and his companions succeeded in 
getting a team and wagon froma farmer several 
miles distant from the river, and by a circuitous 
route bebind the bluffs finaliy reached this city,

The Third Annual Festival of the 
Northern Illinois Sheep-Breeding As- 
sociation to Be Heid at Elgin April 21 
and 22 Inst.

III., April 16.—At the meeting of the 
Northern Illinois Sheep-Breeding Association 
held in this city in January it was decided to 
bold the third annual Sbeep-Sbearing Festival 
at Woodstock, McHenry County, oo April 21 and 
2. The Superintendent of the festival, Mr. T. 
McD. Richards, announces the program to be 
followed: 

The first day will be devoted to the ex- 

hibition of sheep. All sheep must 
be ou the ground, and entries 
made by 120 clock. The Committees will make 
awards at2 p.m. Premiums will be given for 
Merino rams and ewes, 5-year-olds and over, 
2- year-olds, and 1-year-olds, 
The second day will be devoted to the shearing 
proper. Premiums will be awarded for heaviest 
shearing Merino ram and ewe and Delaine Meri- 
no ram and ewe; also for the inest tleece and 
for the best record as shearer, time and weight 
of fleece being considered. 

The festival will occur at the Fair Grounds. 

The best breeders of Northern Illinois and 
Southern Wisconsin will bring specimens of 
their tlocks, and a tine show of fine-wooled 
sheep is sure. Long aud middle wooi-breeders 
are invited to show if they choose. The second 
annual festival, held in this city last year, was 
well attended, ana assurances are that this 
one will be more of a success than its predeces- 
sors.

CATTLE E DISEASE,

out among the cattie of Jones County, known as 
the * black-itch.”’

He says the symptoms are a violent 
scratching of the head, until the bair and skin 
are rubbed off. Mr. Hay opened one of the dead 
animals, and found little or no blood in the ar- 
eries, but the liver was full to bursting, 
and the gall-sack appeared to be twice as large 
as usual. The flesh looked perfectly healthy. 
Death follows in about two days. Mr. Hay does 
not think the disease contagious, though he took 
care to separate the healthy cattie from those 
manifesting symptoms of the malady.

Numerous quesdons pertinent to Socialism were 
discussed at great length, and several sets of 
resolutions were adopted, these resolutions hav- 
ing been introduced by T. J. Morgan, who had 
received them from various sources, One set 
of resolutions denounced in a most positive 
manner Staate Senator White's bill rel- 
ative to changing . the police and 
tire system of Chicago, declaring that the move- 
ment to establish a Bourd of Commissioners was 
made in the interest of politicians and huugers- 
on, and that Senator White, was the “mouth- 
— ot the movement.“ Another set of reso- 

uuons passed by the meeting emphatically con- 
demned the “ few individuels claiming to*repre- 
sent the wage-workers and ranging for a co- 
operative homestead building society.“ The 
Scheme was op the contidence plan apd all wage- 
workers were warned against it. Still another 
set of resolutions bitterly assailed the English 
Government for prohibiting the circulauon of 
the irish Worid in the Queen’s domain. It was 
also resolved, the anti-rent problem being first 
discussed, to petition the Council to so modify 
the present fire-limits ordinance as to enable 
the people with small means “to utilize the 
thousands of acses of land which are now, by the 
present ordinance, practicaily excluded from 
use. The following was likewise passed: 

Resolved, That we call upon the Mayor and 
other public-spirited citizens to arrange mass- 
meetings in the several divisions or the city to 
consider the questions involved fu the amend- 
ment of the building ordin ane 80 as toaliow the 
building of temporary frame buildings for 
dwellings and shops for the accommodation of 
the enormous number of immigrants coming 
here to find employment and homes, there being 
a likeliheod of an increase of 50,000 inhabitants 
for 188] in this city. 

George Holmes read a lengthy paper on the 
nims of Socialism, which was discussed by some 
balf-a-duzeu of the men present. 

A letter was read from Congressman George 
R. Davis in which he promised the Chieago Labor 
Union to give his attention to the bill tor an in- 
vestigating committee in the matter of railroad 
and telegraph monopolies. 


THE BRICKMAKERS. 

At a meeting of the Brickmakers’ Association 
yesterday afternoon it was determined not to 
ask for any advance upon the wages paid last 
fall. Their wages were raised then. They range 
trom $2.25 per day to $3, according to the nature 
ofthe work. The majority of the men seem to 
regard that as about the fair thing. They are 
not ia favor of strikes if they can be avoided. 
They will begin work as soon as the weather 
will permit. They will commence to fit.up the 
yards probably next week. There are thought 
to be about 1,600 brickmakers in the city. Of 
these, about 1,160 belong to the Union.

CHICAGO STOVE WORKS. 

Mr. S. E. Moore, Treasurer of the Chicago 
Stove Works, says there is no strike and no dis- 
satisfaction at his works, which for the past six 
weeks have been running with a full force on 
full time. Some four montns ago there was a 
strike for an advance of wages,.which was 
granted. Some of the men were not satisfied 
with this, but insisted that the foreman, Mr. 
Adams, be dismissed because he was not a mem- 
ber of the Union. The managers of the works 
declined to do so, and the dissatisfied parties 
took their leave. Mr. Moore says his Company 
will establish its own rule for the conduct of its 
business, and will not be bulldozed by its em- 
pioyés.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 17.—The past week 
has witnessed a good deal of caucusing on the 
subjects of apportionment and adjournment, 
but, with one exception, the deliberations ended 
purely in talk.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 17.—The attempt to 
transfer the Cook County Insane Asylum at Jet- 
ferson to the State has been abandoned. Such a 
transfer, if made, must have been with the dis- 
tinct understanding that the Stage, in assuming 
charge of the institution, would receive and care 
for the county's insane. Paying one-fifth of the 
taxes of the State, and constituting one-fifth of 
its population, Cook County is entitiea to the 
State's support of one-fifth of the State insane. In 
transferring Jefferson to the State the county 
would have exceeded her proportion of insane 
to be cared for at the State's expense by some 
219. now taken care of by the county. The al- 
tervative ot building a new asylum for 219 pa- 
tients, or of getting along with the present one 
as best they might, stared the Cook County 
members in the face, and a very little invostigu- 
tion showed chat the county bad better endure 
the ilis it hus than to turn over the present bur- 
racks to the State merely to get rid of a portion 
of her insane and to put up a new buliding for 
those who were left. ‘The Commissioners, who 
were here during the past week, saw tbe point 
quite as well as did the members, and the result 
of their counsels was that the project bas been 
giveu up, at least for this session.

The Slave-Gatcher Candidate tor the 
Supreme Bench—Letter from a Man 
Who Attended the Connelly Trial. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Macomp, III., April 15.—Reading an ar- 
ticle in your paper of yesterday on Stanley 

Matthews being a slaye-catcher, it reminds 

me of the evens sthat took place at that time. 

I was present during the great trial of Will- 

iam B. Connelly under the Fugitive-Slave 

law that created such a sensation throughout 
the whole country. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Levett. Thomas Corwin appeared 
as counsel for Mr. Connelly. 1 remember 
when Stanley Matthews read Mr. Connelly’s 
letter in court, written to him in confidence 
as a brother Mason. Every Mason in the 
court-room looked upon Matthews with con- 
tempt and indignation when this letter was 
read. It was one ot the hottest days in the 
summer of 1857, and every foot of standing- 
room in the court-room was packed with 
men and women to hear Corwin® plea. He 
came into the room and pulled off his coat 
and vest, rolled up his shirt-sleeves, 
and, throwing his suspeuders down over his 
hips, for five long hours he held his hearers 

spellbound while he was making his plea. I 

shall never farget a few remarks he made in 

his speech, "He said: Who blames the 
or black man for fleeing from the soil of 

Us oppression? Wha wonders he took refuge 

in the Gazctte Building, when he heard the 

voices of the blood-hounds, the music of the 
drums and fife? Heknew Churchill, the 

United States Marshal, was on his track. 

Who blames William B. Connelly for giving 

him a cup of water and a crust of bread? 1 

would have done as much fora dog. When 

that black man’s spirit goes toGod, who gave 
it. the voice of the blood-hound, the music 
of the drum and fife will not be heard there, 
nor will Stanley Matthews be there to en- 
force the cursed Fugitive-Slave law.” 

Those who were present declared this was 

the greatest effort of Mr. Corwin’s life. Mr. 

Connelly received a sentence of three weeks 

in the county jail. The citizens of Cincinnati 

carpeted his cell and took him a library, and 
furnished him with all the delicate edibles 

the market afforded. W. O. B.

the chivalry. The same policy of intimida- 
ion, bulldozing, and ostracism, however, has 
been brought to bear upon Senator Mabone, 
and with more than ordinary insolence, be- 
cause he happens to come from that section.

appear in Congress as a Republican without 
losing his social status and being branded 
and maltreated in such a manner that life in 
the South would be intolerable and his influ- 
ence would be lost. This is the animus ot 
the attack upon Senator Mahoue, and the at- 
tack has been all the more virulent becanse 
Senator Malone has not covered beneath it. 
Without proclaiming himself a Republican, 
he stands opposed to Southern Bourbonism, 
and will not accept its bribes or notice its 
threats, and in that position there is even 
more danger to the Solid South than if he 
had declared himself al the outset a Repub- 
can. It is an old, old game the Bourbons 
are playing, but at last they find it does not 
work. The New York Tribune very aptly 
characterizes the situation in the following 
paragraph:

Gen. Sherman was a West-Pointer, was 
second in command to Grant, and had charge 
of the army at Pittsburg Landing while 
Grant was at Savannah, aine miles down the 
river. A “surprise” of the army, therefore, 
reflects upon him much more severely than 
on Gen. Grant. Sherman wrote a letter to 
Grant on Saturday atternoon, April 5. 
Speaking of a small skirmish between his 
outposts and the Rebels, in which he lost 
twelve men and took ten prisoners, he says: 
IJ infer that the enemy is in some consider- 
able force at Pea Ridge [Monterey—about 
ten miles beyond his lines on the road to 
Corinth]. Yesterday morning they crossed 
a brigade of two reziments of infantry, one 
of cavalry, and one battery of artillery, to the 
ridges On Which the Corinth road lies. They 
halted their infantry ata point five miles in 
my front, sent a detachment to the north of 
Ow! Creek, and the cavalry down toourfron .” 
This report to Grant completely lulled him 
to the impending danger, for at that very 
moment Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston was 
forming his lines of battle in Sherman’s 
front, 46,000 strong,—three lines of 
each, with 5,000 reserves, and 5,000 of For- 
on the wings.

Boch Sherman and Gran believed at that 
moment that the Rebel ary was at Corinth, 
twenty miles away; and that only a brigade 
of Rebels was watching and demonstrating 
in their front. The attack on Sherman next 
morning was as uhexpected as a thunderbolt 
from the clear sky, no matter what he says 
about it now. Gen. Grant himself has neve 
denied that he was taken by surprise. After 
receiving the report from Sherman above 
quoted. he wrote to Gen. Halleck, in St. 
Louis, his Comuimnder-in-Chief, as follows: 

SAVANNAN, April 5.—The main force of the 
army is at Corinth, with troops at diferent points 
east. [The main force of the army at that very 
moment was deploying. in line of battle within 
au bour's mureh of his en@nmpinent.} J)

In a subsequent dispatch the same day 
(Aprit5) he writes to Halleck, stating that 
“Our outposts have been attacked by the 
enemy, apparently in considerable force. I 
immediately went up, but found all qui- 
et... . The Rebels bad wiih them three pieces 
of artillery, and some cavalry and infantry, 
—how much cannot be estimated. ] have 
scarcely the faintest idea of an attack (gen- 
eral one) being made upon us, but will be 
prepared should such a thing take place.” 
Grant and Sherman evidently expected some 
skirmishing on outposts, but nothing more. 
Not a tree was cut down; nota rod of abat- 
lis was built; not a spadeful of earth was 
thrown up: uo defehsive measures were 
taken; no order of battle was panned: no 
assignmeut of positions for divisions and 
brigades was made,—nothing beyond throw- 
ing out some pickets a few hundred yards iu 
the woods in front. 

When Gen. Grant at Savannah was aroused 
by the soundsof cannon-firing around Shiloh 
about stnrisc—nine miles distant as the 
crow. flies, but twelve miles by river and 
land—he supposed it to be no. more than a 
reconneissance on the part of the Rebels; and 
he was apprehensive at the same time that it 
might be a mask to cover the real point of

Crump's Landing, and there wis nothing to 
prevent à force of Rebeis from marching 
down that road and suddenly striking Wal 
ldce’s division, which Was stationed there 
guarding army stores, and destroying it be- 
fore it could be réinforeed. 

When Gen. Grant proceeded up the river 
on the steamer Tigress to Pittsburg Landing, 
he stopped at Crump’s Landing, and there 
held a consultation with Gen. Wallace in re- 
gard to the sounds of battle there were being 
heard up the river, He told Wallace to get 
his whole diviston in readiness immediately 
and await orders, and to be ready to march 
at a moment's notice. This was about 8 a. 
m. It Gen. Grant had known at that inter- 
view that the whole Rebel army of 46,000 men 
had assaulted his scattered, unprepared di- 
visions in their peaceful sylvan encampments 
back of Pittsburg Landing, he would, of 
course, have ordered Wallace to march imme- 
diately and with all speed for the battlefield. 
By marching west on the Purdy road less than 
three miles, and then turning to its left less 
than two miles. the Wallace division would 
have been on the battlefield before 11 o’giock, 


and have checked the Rebel onset and turned 


the tide of battle. 

Waliace’s men stood to their arms from 
8:15 a. m. until 10:45 a. m. listening to the 
roar of the battle. Some of the regiments 
farthest up the Purdy road could hear the 
cheering of the Union solciers off’on their 
left, at about 9 o’clock, when they had won 
some advantage over the Rebels. 

Gen. Grant reached the scene of carnage 
about 9:15 a. m. His mind was speedily 
disabused of the notion that it was onlya 
feint to make an attack elsewhere, or a mere 
reeconnoissance; he saw at once that it meant 
“business,” He says in his report, “I did 
not believe they intended to make a deter- 
mined attack, but simply a reconnoissance.“ 
But, as soon as he perceived that it was a de- 
termined attack, he dispatched an Aide t) 
Wallace, ordering him to march up the Purdy 
road to a point parallel with: the position of 
Gen. Sherman, and there file left on a coun- 
try road across Owl Creek Valley, and form 
in behind Gen. Shermati’s division. In fif- 
teen minutes after receiving this order, 


| which was about 11 a. m., eleven of Wal- 


lace’s regiments were in motion (one being 


A little before 2 p. m., when his leading 
regiments had turned in on the road across 
the Ow! Creek quagmire to jein Sheriman’s 
line, Wallace found that Sherman had been 
driven back two miles, and the ground was 
held by Rebels which he expected to occupy. 
le thereupou halted his force and began a 
countermarch back through the mud to the 
river at Crump’s Landing, which he reached 
about 4 p. m., and then marched up the Ten- 


nessce River to Pittsburg Landing, four 


miles, getting there towards sundown, and 


just as the battle was over. 


What effect Wallace might have produced

on the morning of Apr 6, 1802, has sur- 


Owl Creek Valley, and thrown his division 
upon the rear of the Rebel left, can only 
be a matter of conjecture. It would 
have taken the Rebels by 
be thus caught between 
two fites. He might have captured 
and destroyed a brigade or two of their line, 
and changed the whole aspect of affairs; or 
he might have been defeated and thrown 
back in confusion into the Owl Creek Val- 
ley; but it is very certain that a bold forward 
movement would have made a commotion 
and a disturbance in the Rebel rear. As it 
was, he countermarched, and wasted the day 
in reaching Pittsburg Landing? 

But there is more testimony that Gen. 
Grant did not anticipate an attack on his un- 
fortified, unprotected, unprepared camp baek 
of Pittsburg Landing, and did not believe 
even that morning. that the sounds of ar- 
tillery which he heard really meant a pitched 
vattle. This proof is furnished in the letter 
of a private soldier—Jarvis Blume—which 
was printed in Saturday’s TrirpuneE: 

My regiment [he says] was the Second 
Kentucky Infantry Volunteers, in Gen. William 
Nelson's division, and the advance of Buell 
Army of the Ohio, whictt marched across the 
country from Columbia to Savannah, Tenn. 
Grunt's headquarters), a poiat eight miles be- 
iow north of the scene of the battle of Pitts- 
burg Landing or Shiloh. Immediately in our 
Nel-oo's division) rear were the divisions 
Crittenden, Van Cleve, 
Wood, fcCook, Rosseau, and Thomas, following 
ne mud road by paintully slow and tedious 
marches. Nelson's division—which, as I have 
shown, was the advance of Buell’s “Army ol 
the Ohio, 06,000 strong—arrived after five days’ 
'reary march at Savannah, Tenn., at 5 o'clock 
Saturday, the 5th of April, thé evening before 
the first day's hactie. 

The enomy, strongly fortified and intrenched. 
were ut Corinth, in Northern Mississipp!, twenty 
wiles inland,—west of the river, just across the 
state line. 

Gen. Buell somewhat siguificantiy said in his 
oficial report ot the battle: “1 was surprised 
upon arr. Ving at Savannah to find Gen. Grant's 
army encamped upon the west bunk of the Ten- 
nessee Ktiver, without fortincations or incrench- 
in ots. Wit) a strongiy-imtrenched and weil-for- 
Im.“ 

We (Nelsun’s division, 4,500 strong) lay in 
DV une on the bills just back of the Town of 
Suvunund. on Sgturday night. Sunday. April 6. 
dawned bright, warm. ung All Nature was glad 
nthe sweet breath of spring.” It was a da) 
such us grudges tbe honor of Lowell's rare day 
in Jone. We tary reveled in the delicious 
lunguorof an April sun. Firing up the river 
veyun soon alter sunrise,—at first in single abouts, 
then in irregular rattle, and presently with the 
uninistakabie method of a great and desperate 
butt le. 80 that by 9 o'clock the awtul two days 
slaugbter was in full progress. The sounds ol 
battie were borne down of the river's surface u- 
by anatural conduit, being very plainty heard 
eht milesaway. Ten, II. 12 o'cluck cume, and 
we still inactively lay im camp at Savannab: 
Meantime the din of battle increased percepti- 
bly. The faces of the others (and the infection 
of anxiety eit imparted to the ranks) began 
to grow serious. 

At length, about half-past 12, the sun beating 
down very warm and summer-like, we were 
Unsttiy called into line “and started by cordu- 
roy” roads for the battlefield. To understand 
the awtul difficuities of locomotiur it is only 
uecessary to state that, with the ingpiration of u 
great battle ju progress, and be called upon 
by iinperative orders to make all possible haste 
took our division [rom 12% until 5 o'clock 
P. m. to Make the distance of tweive mites! We 
were then terried acrosson transports to the op- 
posit shore, and filed up the historic gorge or de- 
tiie known as “ Pittsburg Landing.” and were 
soon on tho plateau in the presence of Gen. 
Grant, who, with a common soldi¢r’4 biouse on, 
an unlit ciger between bis firm jaws. and a grin, 

mperturbable, dugwed expression on his bearded 
face, prescuted a strong contrast to our idea! 
“heroof Fort Donelsen,” and the natty, un- 
fo, med, and elegant commander of our Army of 
the Oniv, Maj.-Gen. Don Carios Buell. 

No further tightiig was done chat evening, 
except the famous onslaught by the Rebeis on 
the park of artillery omesed by J. D. Webster. 
Ubier of Gen. Gront's Staff, near the defile lead- 
ing to the water's edge. 


Tuis sumple narrative tells the whole story. 
Buell’s army had reached Gen. Grant’s head- 
quarters at Savannah Saturday evening be- 
fore the battle. At that moment Gen. Grant 
had no knowledge of any pending assault 
on his encampment at Shiloh. When Grant 
heard the booming of the cannon that morn- 
ing, if he had supposed it proceeded from a 
real battie, and that the army had made a 
“determined attack” on his camps, he would 
certainly have ordered Buell to mareh imme- 
diately to Pittsburg Landing, which his lead- 
ing divisions would have reached at noon, 
and, coming on the fleld within au hour later, 
he would haye arrested the Rebel advance, 
and changed defeat into victory then and 
there, as was done the nextday. But Grant, 
not divining where the real blow would fall, 
or whethe: it was anything more than a 
recouboissance, was unable to give a com- 
mand to either Wallace or Buell to march to 
the battlefield, until after he had visited the 
scene of action himself, and found that his 
army was in rapid process of being defeated. 
Then he acted promptly, losing no time in 
ordering both Wallace and Buell forward.

CHEATING BY iE BOVLHWEST POOLS. 

We printed yesterday a ‘letter from a 
shipper to points south and southwest of 
Chicago protesting against the heavy and 
persistent discriminaf@ions against this city 
by all the roads in the Southwest pool. After 
discussing the subject generally, the writer 
thus specifies instances of the way and of the 
purpose for which this discrimination is 
made, He says! 


We bavé now in our session two expense 
bills of goods shipped in March last to a party tn 
Counci) Blatts, Ia, where dult the quantity trom 
Chicago cost more than double the amount from 
Peoria, second-ciasg freight; or, in other words, 
the rate from Peoria is BW cents ana from Chi- 
cugo 70 cents.—40 cents per 100 pounds in favor 
of Peoria against Ohiengo. Is this justice to 
Chicago, after all ber liberality to railroads in 
the put? She bas ini them to enter the 
city trom all directions almost to the business 
centre. and now we find she is left out. com- 
pared with St. Louis and Peoria, as a oue- horse 
stntion, wacreas. In e past twenty years she 
bas been of more value as a shipping point to 
ull railroads centering here than St. Louis, 
Peoria, and all intermediate points combined. 

Can anything be done, of are the mercbants of 
Chicagyu generally aware of this unjust discrim- 
ination amaibéet ber interests, or must they 
tamely submit to it? 

The time was when all railroads running west 
or southwest from Chicago carried all classes of 
freight, and were giad to get it at the same 
rates as trom St. Louis, but when they entered 
into the pool combination they virtually sold 
Chicago out, and as a cOnsequencr buve driven 
n large trade away from der which it win be 
bard for ner ty ever got back urain. Get St. 
Louis tariffs and classification points named and 
you will find lots of legitimate matter which 
Chicago merchants will be thankful to you to 
ventilate. 


These facts come to us instrong complaints 
every day, and they are sufficientiy numer- 
ous from Jowa alone to justify the bellef 
that the practice is uniform and general. The 
pool is manipulated by Chicago roads against 
Chicago. In other words, Chicago roads run 
empty trains from this city, and refuse to take 
freight except at rates which are designed to 
make purchasers get their goods from St. 
Louis. Every dollar of freight lost by this poo! 
to this city is a direct loss to these railroads, 
which look to Chicago and not to St. Louis 
for business. ‘The pool“ is depended on to 
equalize receipts and to keep up rates, but the 
pool is not the less suicidal to the roads which 
have Chicago for a market; they can com- 
mand ali the business they can do, and need 
share with no other roads, the effect of the 
pooling being confined to the exclusion of 
trade from this city. The fact that the roads 
from Chicago to the West and Southwest levy 
a tax of from 10 to 30 cents per 100 pounds 


| on all freight shipped from Chicago greater 


than is charged from other shipping points 
shows how blindly these roads permit them- 
selves to be pooled in the worst form of com- 
mercial discrimination. 

There is no appeal save to public opinion. 
We therefore invite every man who finds 
himself aggrieved, who finds himself over- 
taxed and plundered under this pool arrange- 
ment, to send to us for publication the facts 
in the case. The more of these communica- 
tions the better. That is the only mode of 
redress left open to the public, and this can 
be best and most promptly done by post- 
ing in the public press, day after day, and 
as they take place, all instances of over- 
charge, discrimination, and oppression. We 
will open a bulletin inthis paper, whereon 
every man conscious of any of the injustice 
of thes »pools ur ocher discriuinations may 
post the facts and particulars, so that the 
publ.e way see how little the railroads care 
fur the interests of this city, and especially 
how lit.le they care for me Boards” and 
other legal bodies established to enforce the 
law of the State.

THE ADULTERAILION BILL. 

One of the first-dills introduced in the 
State Legislature in January was the one of- 
fered by Mr. Chisholm, 6f Kane, to prevent 
and punish the adulteration of articles of 
food, drink, and medicine, and the sale there- 
of when adulterated. This bill passed the 
House on Friday by nearly a unanunous 
vote, and its passage in the Senate should be 
a matter of course, and without delay. 

The bill enacts that no person shall mix or 
color, or permit apy person for him to mix or 
color, any article of food withany ingredient 
or material, so as to render the article in- 
jurious to health or depreciate the value 
thereof, with intent that the same may be 
sold: and no person shall sell or offer forsale 
any such articleso mixed. No person, except 
for the purpose of coin pounding as a medi- 
elne, shall mix, ete., any drug or medicine 
with any ingredient or material so as to at- 
fect injuriously the quality or potency of 
such drug or medicine, with intent to sell the 
sume. No persou suall adulterate any ar- 
ticle of food, drink, or medicine by mixing 
with any other ingredient or material, 
whether injurious or not, for the purpose of 
gain or prolit, or sell or offer the same for 
sale, unless the same be so manufactured, 
used, or sold under its true and appropriate 
name, and notice that the same is mixed or 
impure is marked, printed, or stamped on 
each package, or unless the purchaser shall 
be fully informed by the seller of its true 
name and ingredients. 

No person shail mix oleomargarine, suine, 
butterine, beef-fat, lard, or any other. for- 
vign substance with any butter or cheese in- 
tended for human food without distincfly 
marluns the package with the proper name 
of the article and the percentage of oleomar- 
garine or suine which enters into its compo- 
sition ; the purchaser is also to be Informed 
of the character of the article he is buying. 
The penalties for violating this act are some- 
what severe, and are thusset forth in the bill: 


Any person couvicted of violating any provis- 
ion of any of the foregoing sections of this act, 
eball, for the first offense. be fined not less than 
$25 nor more than $200: for the second offense 
he shall be undd not less than $100 nor more than 
£20, or contined in be Couyty dail not less than 
one month nor more than s months. or bot b, at 
the diseretion of the Court; and for the third 
and all subsequent offenses he shall be fined not 
less than #30) nor mort than 82.000. and im- 
prisoned in the Penttentiary not less than one 
year nor more than five years.

We do not believe in an alliance between the 
Cossacks and a Republic: we regard an offensive 
and defensive treity between the Autocrat of 
the North and Gambetta as an improbable oc- 
currence. But we are of opinion that Austria 
cun greet the ascent of Alexander III. to the 
Russian throne only with deepest concern and 
seriousness. Perhaps the bombs of the Russian 
Nihilists have caused greuter damuge to our 
State «affairs than we are able at present 
to foresee and judge: Perhaps Nibilistic 
nitro-glycerine bas not alone torn the poor 
Ozar's body. but has also given our existing 
peace an imperceptible, but nevertheless serious, 
wound. A Osar who regards himself as the pro- 
tector of the great Siavonic tamily of peoples. 
who would rule and administer the affairs of 
State asthe crowned incarnation of Pansia vism, 
must before long eudanger the most important 
interests of Austrin and produce un inevitable 
collision between the two netgbboring Empires. 
Will our statesmen be successful in averting the 
daoger by a wise policy? 


Tne latest advices from St. Petersburg 
relative tothe sentence of death passed upon 
all those tried for the assasination of the Czar 
have created among the Commuuistie and Nihil, 
istic elements of the City of New York intense 
excitement and bitterness. Ot course the sen- 
tence was expected, but it was also general’y 
supposed that the punishment of Sophie Piroff- 
sky would be deportation to Siberia. They 
thought that the Czar would not have the cour- 
age to sanction the sentence Of death passed 
upon the girl, because the day after her arrest 
he was informed by the Nihihstie Council of St. 
Petersburg that her death would forfeit his own 
life. The Nibilists and Communists of New 
York intend to celebrate the day of the death of 
their heroine by appropriate ceremonies. 


Dr. Bnuxxrn, of Wattenweil, has invented 
an electric letter-carrier in the form of an un- 
derground railroad moved by electricity. The 
invention is at present beforé the Austrian So- 
ciety of Engineers for inspection. The locomo- 
tive can be guided and controlled from 4 sta- 
tionary point, because the battery, or motive 
power, is not on the locomotive; it does not 
need any accompatiying attendance. The loco- 
motive and train can be constructed ot any di- 
minutive size,and both will perform the same 
service for any length of distance which the 
pneumatic tube will verform for sbort distances. 
The frm of Siemens & Halske, of Berlin, dave 
constructed a machine according tg Brunner’s 
plan and orders, and there are no doubts enter- 
tained of the complete success of the invention. 


ACCORDING to the Revue Politique et Lit- 
teraire the reforms to be expected trom Alexan- 
der III. are covered by the following points: 
(l) Reduction of the taxes and dues resting upon 
lands. (2) Modification of the revenue and finan- 
cial systems. (3) Abohtion of the tax per capita. 
(4) Permission and facilitation of immiguuon 
from one province to another. (5) Organization 
of a aystem ot credit for agriculturai purposes, 
(6) Abolition of the scandalous system of disposing 
by gift of Government domains. (7) Changes in 
the budget of the army. Besides a few changes 
in the powers and rights of the Zernstwos and 
the convening of the Deputics, who may pas 
their opinion upon special questions, this would 
be all that could be expected of Alexander III. 


Ir is not generally known that milk is not 
only a good solvent of quinine, but that it also 
disguises its bitterness, A writerin a medical 
journal states that if one grain of the sulphate 
be dissolved in an ounce of milk the solution is 
scarcely perceptibly bitter. A dose of five 
grains may be taken in twoounces of milk with- 
out rendering it unpleasant, and if taken in a 
tumblerful of milk the bitterness disappears. 
Another surgeon recommends the use of a solu- 
tion of quinine in glycerine, in the proportion 
of one grain to one aram, the dose to be taken 
in a wineglasstul of milk. 


IN 1869 the Archbishop of Melbourne went 
to Rome to attend the Vatican General Council. 
Baron von Müller bad presented him with sume 
seeds of the Eucalyptus globulus, which the 
Arcbhbisbop.gave to the Superior of the Trappist 
Monks, who occupied the Monastery of the Tre 
Fontaine, a locality fearfully scourged annually 
oy maiarial fever. From this small beginning 
wonderful results have occurred, the gum trees 
growing so rapidly as to exert already through 
all the region a most wholesome effect on the 
poisonous air. 


A NEW hydraulic ship has been built in 
Germany,and on her triai recently accomplished 
nine knots an hour. Two hundred years ayo the 
experiment was made of propelling vessels by 
expelling water from the stern, and fa:led, us 
not suflicient speed was attained. The new 
method was based on the assumption chat the 
propelling force depends on the contact of sur- 
faces, and not on the sectional area of the flow- 
ing muss, so u number of tubes with narrow oul 
lets are used instead of ove large tube, 


Mr. Joux F. Sic nA Dr, of Denver, an 
emptoyéin the Denver & Rio Grande shops, bas 
invented a car-brauke, which threatens to be a 
formidable rival to the Westinghouse air-brake. 
It is said that the entire train of cars will im- 
mediately stop on the uncoupling of a single 
car. By the way, it is reported that in the famous 
suit of Westitigbouse and Eames for infringe- 
ment of patent Westinghouse has withdrawn 
the suit, paying the costs. 


A NEW process of tanning is extensively 
used in Germany. Bark is wholiy dispensed 
with, and inorganic compounds take its piace. 
The new process requtres from four to six weeks 
for its completion. and the particular feature is 
described to be the ation of chromic acid, for 
the generation of which a uumber of substances, 
soluble in water, are brougbt together so as to 
effect the decomposition of bichromate of pot- 
ash.

CONDITION OF THE CROP.

New Yorn, Aprit 17.—The peach-Crop pros- 
pects absorb much atiention from commission- 
meu in this city,and any authentic information 
trom the peach-producing country is eagerly 
sought after. The principal interest here cen- 
tres, of course. about Maryland, Delaware, and 
New Jersey.

the matter to the higher courts.

Yesterday, however. an east wind 
slowly moved it back toward the west shore un- 
til, at dark last even.ng, the rather unpleasant 
prospect of another biockade presented itself. 
The schooners Joseph Duvall and Lincoin Vall. 
which sailed during the afternoon, had to be 
towed a quarter of a mile to the northward and 
eastward of the Water- Works Crib be- 
fore the tug captains deemed it safe 
to leave them to shift for themselves. Most 
of the ice io the flelds is as yet very heavy and 

firm that a biockade can easily be established 
rit counts with the delt grounded on the 
bars and lining che snore.

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THE EAST-SHORE PROSPECT. 
According to the best of information that can 
obtained, the small lakes along the east shore 
wili not bo free of ice much before tne Ist of 
ay. Advices from Muskegon Lake represent 
the ice has wasted away at both ends, but 
ig still firm in the middle. White Lake is stiil 
covered with ice two feet thick throughout its 
entire length and breadth. Capt. William Carter, 
af the steam-barcge Norman, reports a thick aeas 
twenty-eigut inches of icc on the little lake 
at Ludingtoo. He states chat the surface of the 
ice presents a honeycombed and water- 
soaked 9 wu le beneath tuts 
sarface t i as clear, firm, and 
fiinty as in midwinter. The niguts 
are so cold and frosty that the accumulation of 
water durmg (he day under the imeit.ng rays of 
the sun is congeaied. To get rid of the neu 
formation usually requires half a day of tine 
weather, so that it is only in the afternvons that 
the old ice sulfers any sirinkaze, Untess heavy 
showers occur he thinks jt will’b? the lst of May 
before the iake is entirely free. From Manistee

THE LIFE*SAVING SERVICE. 

The annual report in full of the-life-saving 
branch of Government service fur the tiscal 
year euding June.

The soidiers were 
regularly paroled; the passeagers were left on 
the island, having given their promise not to 
leave for twenty-four hours; and the boat was 
towed out into the lake and sunk.

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‘DELIBERATE SUICIDE. 


man, Cuts His Throat. 


Despondency Drives Him to Shuffle 
Off This Mortal Coil. 


Jordison White Humble, a young man of 
‘vealthy and respectable English parentage, 
committed suicide by cutting his throat witha 
razor while lying in bed at bis room in the Le- 
land House, southwest corner of Jackson street 
and Michigan avenue. The hour at which the 
deed was committed is unknown, but from che 
appearance of the body it is supposed that it 
took piace almost immediately after he retired 
at ll o'clock Saturday night. The discovery of 
bis dead body was made at ö o’cluck yesterday 
afternoon by P. B. Morgan, a young Englishman 
rooming with Humbie’s chum, W. M. Lawrie, in 
the outer room of a suite which the trio have 
occupied for a couple of months past. The party 
had amused themselves the night before by 
playing billiards and drinking in the billiard- 
room of the hetel, and were well tired 
out when they went upto their rooms for 
the night. As Humble did not put ion au ap- 
pearauce yesterday, Mr. Morgan thought some- 
thing must have gone wrong with bim, and he 
conciuded to call upon him. Failing to receive 
any response to repeated knovkings at the door 
sepurating Lhe two apartments of the suite, he 
turned the knob, and the door, being unlocked, 
opened at the touch. Humble was lying upon 
the bed, uncovered save by his nigbtshirt, and 
the bedding beneath him wus completely deluged 
with blood. Without waiting to see whether 
life was compietely extinct, Mr. Morgan notified 
the hotel folks of what bad occurred, and tbe 
sent at once to the Grand Pacific Hotei for Dr. 
C. W. Purdy. The Doctor, upon arriving, exam- 
ined the body, and at once gave it as his opinion 
that life nad been extinct for fifteen to 
eighteen hours. The muscles were fed 
and rigid, and almost every drop of blood 
in the man’s system ha been emptied 
out ata wound in the threat. A white bone- 
handled razor was found imbedded in the con- 
geaied blood just beside the corpse, and plainly 
enough was the weapon u The tingers of 
the left band were cramped up in such a way as 
to indicate that the razor had been used ip this 
hand, and had dropped out of the grasp when 
death ensued, The gash on the throat, though 
not an extensive one, appeared to be quite deep. 
It was on the rignt side, and both the carotid 
and the jugular had been severed at once. 
From the pool of biood and the condition of the 
bedding it would appear that the suicide bad 
turned down the covering, undressed as if to re- 
tire, and had then thrown himself upon the bed, 
razor in hand, aud . 

HAD INFLICTED THE FATAL WOUND 
while his head was resting upon the pillows. 
The right forearm and band projected from bo- 
neath the body, which was lying partially on its 
side, and were cramped up in a very uncomfort- 
abie position. The Doctor carefully noted all 
these points. It was gis opinion that death must 
have ensued within a very few moments. 

The pohce were notified ef the occurrence 
very eariy in the evening, and Otticer Florence 
Donohue was sent to the hotel to look after the 
remains. Deputy-Coroner Hansen arrived 
shortly after 8 o'clock and took charge of the 
body and all the property contained in the rooin. 
it was concluded to adjourn .the inquest until 
to-morrow morning, but, in order to have the 
body removed to an undertaker's, a jury was 
impaneled to view the body as it lay. Their 
names are as follows: R. B. Bacon, 
foreman; George W. Kingsley, J. H. Gowan, J. 
W. Bye, C. C. Abdi, and E. H. Pray. They will 
meet for the gnquest at 9 o clock this morning in 
the hotel lobby. 

The Deputy Coroner insisted upon thoroughly 
examining all the effects of the deceased, and 
after iooking through some books upon a tabie, 
and tinding no note or letter, turned his atten- 
tion to a large writing-case. The dead man’s 
chum, Mr. Lawrie, who was standing by, begged 
bim to permit the case to go undisturbed, but 
Mr. Hausen said that was not tne wuy he did 
business, and picking upa pair of pautaloons 
lying on a chair went through the pockets until 
he found a bunch of keys, one. key of which was 
fitted to the case. lu ove of the larger inuer 
compartments were found a number of letters, 
bilis, and other documents, which, as they were 
produced one by une, Lawrie was very solicitous 
about until -Mr. Hansen assured him that the 
contents of the papers would be held inviolate 
by him. Mr. Lawrie betrayed his familiarity 
with these papers by promptly pointing out let- 
ters from Mr. Humbie’s financial agents in New 
York, and when a sealed envelope, such us are 
used in the Botel, was brougtt fourth from its 
hiding place, he, witbout reading the superscrip- 
tion, suid, * That is tor his brother. It pernaps 
will furnish some expianation of the act. Find- 
ing nothing else of interest. Mr. Hanseu opened 
this letter, ana again promised Mr. Lawrie that 
the contents were for bimseif and the jurors 
when they Were ready to hold the inquest. He 
kept bis word, and the letter. which was quite 
brief. and written in a firm band, was placed 
back in the case. Its contents may be inferred 
from statements which Mr. Hansen and Mr. Law- 
rie subsequentiy made, to the effect that de- 
spondency, brougut about by the steady drain 
upon bis financial resources and bis

folt warranted in going into, Was what appeared 
to be the cause. ‘The only signature attached 
was this suggestive phrase, Ot unsound mind.“ 
Besides the writing-case, the Deputy-Coroner 
took charge also of a goid watch and chain, not 
very valuable, a small and inexpensive diamond 
scarf-pin, a plain gold ring, which Mr. Lawrie 
provounced the parting gift of the mother of 
the deceased, a Silver snake-coil ring, two 
trunks and a smail valise, and all the ciothing 
belonging to the deceased. Singulariy enough, 
there was not a sing'e nickel iu the clothing nor 
in any receptacie in the room, only three pen- 
nies. 

The deceased was about 30 years of age, re- 
markabiy well and muscularly built, of a clear, 
paie complexion, and a decidedly English coun- 
tenance. Concerning his antecedents but littie 
can be ascertained, owing to tne extreme reti- 
cence or ignorance of his chum, Mr. Lawrie. 
Though he came to this country in Humbie's 
company, yet he professes to know nothing con- 
cerning bim, save that his parents are wealthy 
people of the successful business class, and that 
he was once in business in London, but what he 

know; also, that he das 
in London, to whom dis 
letter was addressed, and who 
will be notified at once of Jerdison’s death by a 
cablegram which was dispatched yesterday af- 
ternoon. Mr. Lawrie, who is very reluctant to 
enter into particulars regarding his dead friend 
and himself, professes to have become acquaint- 
ed with Humble not long before they set out for 
America in last July. They sailed from Liver- 
poo] July 19, and after remaining a short time in 
New York came on to this city, and took lodg- 
ings at the Grand Pacitic Hotel, whence they 
two or three months ago moved to the Leland. 

A TRIBUNE reporter, all uubeknown to Mr. 
Lawrie. had a talk with that gentieman late last 
night after the first rush of excitement over 
the unfortunate affair had somewhat subsided. 
In reply to the reporter's questions as to whether 
or not the deceased had not been driven to this 
thing by financial reverses, Mr. Lawrie said: 
He did speculate and lose in Western Unions,’ 
I believe you call them.“ As to the extent of 
the loss the interviewed could: not give any in- 
formation, because he had not been in- 
formed. He was of the opinion that 
the rash young man had been 
contemplating this silly thing for some time, 
as be had been despondent for several days, par- 
ticulariy morose last Friday; but bis frienas had

CASUALTIES. 


A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 

The Green Bay train of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway, which left Miiwaukee for Chi- 
cago at 3:10 a. m. yesterday, met with a serious 
accident about two miles north of the Milwaukee 
County line. In acut at that point the train 
encountered an obstruction caused by a land- 
slide, which threw the engine off the track. The 
engine then ran for a distanco of about twenty 
feet on the ties, and finally ran into the banks 
tearing the tracks from under it and capsizing 
the boiler and cab into the ditch. It fell with 
such force as to bury itself almost out of sight. 
The express car following the engine left the 
track and was pitched against the bank, almost 
entirely clear of the track, and was com- 
pletely wrecked. The baggage car also 
left the track and landed on the 
tender, the position of which had not been re- 
versed by the accident. The rear of this car was 
badly broken up. The passenger cars did not 
leave the track, and the passengers, besides a 
shock and the delay, suffered no inconvenience 
or damage. Fortunately but two persons on the 
train were injured. Philip Gains, an express 
messenger, was thrown through the side door by 
the force of the collision, and found himsel un- 
der the débris of the wreck. His arms and legs 
were badly bruised, and be also received some 
internal injuries. The fireman also was consid- 
erably bruised. The others on the engine and 
wrecked cars escaped without injury. Aftera 
delay of several hours a train from Kenosha 
came to the relief of the people on the wreck 
and took them to Chicago. A wrecking train 
was at once dispatched to the scene of the dis- 
aster to clear the tracks.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Two Firemen in Imminent Danger of 
Being Cremated, 

The alarm from Box 331, located at the corner 
of Halsted and Van Buren streets, at 5:56 
o'clock yesterday morning, was given for the 
discovery of fire in the two-story frame 
building No. 17 Pierce street, occupied 
as a residence by Thomas Farrell on 
the first floor and Jvuseph Petrie on 
the second floor. The fire originated from un- 
known causes in an unoccupied summer kitchen 
on the second floor, and was confined almost en- 
tirely to that and an adjoining apartment, which 
is at present being used for kitchen purposes.

A beavy fireman’s shirt was burued 
completely to a crisp, but fortunately he bad 
several other shirts beneath this. His nands, 
face, and neck were badly scorched and 
the hair singed close to bis head. Pumphrey 
was less fortunate.

An Advance of Five Cents in 
Grain Rates to the Sea- 
board. 


Narrow-Gauge Railroads and Their 
Progress During the Past 
Year. 


THE ADVANCE IN GRAIN RATES. 
The Presidents of the trunk lines, at their 
meeting ip New York Saturday, decided to ad- 
vance grain rates again to the basis of 30 cents, 
Chicago to New York, the new rate to go into 
effect to-day. As stated in THe TRIBUNE yester- 
day, there has been so much dissatisfaction 
among provision shippers, because the provis- 
ion rates were not reduced at the same time the 
grain rates were, that some action on the part 
of the trunk lines was necessary to make the 
difference between grain and provision rates 
five cents, as had been the general rule. To 
bring about this condition, either the provision 
rates had to be reduced five cents or the grain 
tariff advanced five cents. It was generally 


believed that they would pursue the former 
course, but, contrary to general expectation, they 
decided totake the latter. There is but one 
opinion regardiag this action, and that 
is that the trunk-line Presidents, through 
their shortsighted avarice, made a seri- 
ous blunder. It was shown in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE that the reduction in grain rates to 25 
cents per 100 had the effect of almost doubling the 
shipments, while provision-shipments showed a 
falling off last week because a similar reduction 
was not made at the same time. There can be but 
little doubt that the provision shipments would 
have been much larger had the tariff been made 
to correspond with the grain rates. Yet, in spite 
of the fact that the railroads made more by in- 
creased shipments than the reduction in rates 
amounted to, the trunk lines goto work and 
equalize things by advance the rates. Had 
the Presidents, instead of adencing grain rates, 
made a reduction in provision Yates, they 
would not only have made money for 
the railroads, but they would have avoided the 
wrangling and quarreling among the Eastern- 
pool lines which for some time past has threat- 
ened the destruction of the Eastern pool. A 25- 
cent rate left the roads a fair margin of profit, 
and still was low enough to prevent the roads 
f any further cutting of rates, for none 
would have been very anxious to make a losing 
rate. As it is, the old quarrels will be renewed 
with increased vigor, and cutting will again 
be indulged in. Many of the larger roads have 
made contracts at the cent rate that will last 
them for some time to come. The smaller roads 
that have made no such contracts can bardly af- 
ford to allow the powerful trunk lines 
to take all the business, and for this 
reason they will induige in clandestine 
cutting, which, if found out, will create 
another disturbance and may force rates still 
lower down than tney have been during the last 
week. Besides this, the Presidents have once 
more shown their inconsistency and insincerity 
towards the shippers. Ever since the formation 
of the pool the rule to give ten days’ notice of 
au advance 80 as to prepare shippers and pro- 
vent them from loss op account of a too sudden 
advance has been well observed. But in this 
instance they make the advance go into eflect 
at once, which will prove a serious loss to such 
shippers that based their contracts on the 25- 
cent rate. Considering all the circumstances, it 
is certain that a serious mistake has been made 
and that the advance iu grain rates cannot be 
maintained many days.

NARROW -GAUGE ROADS. 

The present number of the Railway Age con- 
tains an elaborate article on narrow-gauge 
railroads and their progress during the last two 
years. The Age says: 

Although the enthusiasm in regard to build- 
ing narrow-gauge railways which pervaded 
some parts of the country three or four years 
ago hus diminished, and the extremists who 
were claiming that the standard gauge 
system of the country would be super- 
seceded by the narrow gauge, and were im- 
duiging in other extravagant claims for 
their favorit system, have beeu silenced; still it 
is by means the case that the construction of 
nurrow-guuge railways bas ended. On the con- 
trary, it continues, but the extravagunt claims, 
put forth by some of its over zealous advocates, 
ot extraordiuary economy in construction and 
operation, have been proved erroneous; and 
now the system is generaily looked upon, as it 
Should have been at the start, as simply 
forming a cheap and less expensive method 
of securing railway transportation 
where the greatest carrying capacity 
is not needed. Asa general thing, the narrow 
gauge roads constructed in this country have 
been sbort lines intended for local service and 
to cheaply connect communities with standard 
gauge lines. Recently, however, the idea of 
constructing trunk ines of three feet gauge, 
which was the favorit scheme of many of the 
early narrow-gauge advocates, bas becn revived, 
and constitutes a new phase of the situation at 
present. On the othe? band, another result: of 
railway development in the last two years or 80 
bas been the absorption of quite a number of 
short narrow-guage roads by larger companies 
and their conversion to the standard gauge, 
while in some other cases narrow gauge roads 
have been widened by the original owners. 

In the last two years the mileage of narrow- 
gauge roads in the United States has increased 
trom 4,188 to 5.962 miles, a gain of 1,774 miles; 
but itis also to be noted thatin that time nar- 
row-gauge roads, having a mileage of no less 
than 607 miles, have been either changed to 
standard-gauge or purchased by standard-gauge 
companies which are about to change them, or 
have been taken up altogether, the latter, how- 
ever, being the case only to the extent of 21-63 
miles. 

Ot the 4.188 miles of narrow-gauge roads in ex- 
istence two years ago no less than 15 per cent of 
the wileage has been or is about to be changed 
to standard or taken up. This added to the 
present existing mileage would make the nor- 
row-gauge mileage thus far constructed in we 
United States 6,620 miles, or about 7 per cent of 
the total railway mileage of the country Jan. 1. 
The number of different narrow-gauge roads 
two years ago appeared to be 148, while the num- 
berin existence to-day is 149, showing a net in- 
crease of only one road in two years. 

At present the narrow-gauge development is 
in progress mainly in connection with two sys- 
tems. The Denver & Rio Grande Company bas 
pushed its lines with wonderful vigor in various 
directions in Colorado and New Mexico, having 
more than doubied its mileage in two year, and 
is still building rapidly in that region, while it is 
also moving southward to old Mexico to meet a 

reat system being built in the same interest 

rom the City of Mexico northward. The Com- 
any expects to lay 500 miles of track this year. 
na very short time another system bas sprung 
up, which shows remarkable vigor—namely: the 
Toledo, Delphos & Burlington. This company, 
by construction and abserpuon, has now nearly 
400 miles in operation in Ohio and Indiana, and 
is steadily extending southward in the former 
State and westward through the latter towards 
St. Louis. Here the intention is to connect 
with the Cairo & St. Louis narrow-gauge, which 
in turn is to meet a long link yet to be con- 
structed to give connection with the narrow- 
gauge system of Texas, already including near- 
ly 50 miles. This scheme also contemplates an 
eventual connection with Mexico and the Palm- 
er-Sullivan system, to which the Denver & Kio 
Grande system is allied. With these extensive 
schemes completed, the narrow-gauge will have 
a fair test by the side of the standard gauge, 
and while itis probable that its more enthusi- 
astic advocates will be somewhat disappointed 
in their claims of extraordinary economy and 
elficiency, at the same time, considering the 
rapid growth of the country and the increasing 
demand for transportation, there seems to be 
no reuson why these enterprises should not be 
reasonabiy remunerative. ‘The narrow gauge 
is especially adapted to the development 
of a new country like Mexico, where 
distances are great, natural difficulties are 
numerous, and traffic has to be worked up en- 
tirely new, requiring naturally many years for 
development. There ia no doubt that the three- 
feet gauge will be sufficient for the demands of 
these lines for some time to come, and if their 
construction and operation are judiciously car- 
ried on, and the dream of a line of three-feet 
gauge from the City of Mexico northward into 
Colorado and Utah, and northeasterly threugh 
Texas, Arkansas, Missouri, IIlinois, Indiana. and 
Ohio to Lake Erie ig reaiized, the financial ro- 
suits may be gratifying. This is on the supposi- 
tion that the managers of these systems pursue 
a wise course and do not provoke a war of ex- 
terinination on the part of the standard-gauge 
system. The bistory of the numerous littie 
narrow-gauge roads that have already been 
wiped out as injurious competitors or unprofit- 
able feeders will, no doubt. be kept in mind by 
the projectors of these larger systems.

Some time after the arrest a citizen 
whose name was not ascertained called at the 
station to enter complaint. He had attempted 
to stop Fiynn as he was endeavoring 
to escape from the officer, and was 
slightly cut by him on the lett 
cheek with a pocketknite, which was found 
upon Flyun when searched at the station. The 
police say that should the prisoners prove to be 
the thieves who have recentiy been working 
West Washington street. a number of cases, 
some for good-sized amounts, can be worked-up 
against them.
